Register of the Land Office; (4) an ac-

. Mr. Potter said the mortgages were 
alleged to have been made on October 
29, 1937 and November 2, 1938 and

_ In the statement of defence, there 
as no allegation of fraud in any 
shape or form, nor was there any sug- 
gestion that plaintiffs had. authorised 
some other person to sign the deeds. 
The defence was to put, plaintiffs to 
the proof of all the allegations in the 
statement of claim, and pleaded that 
inasmuch as a mortgage had been 
made to the Overseas Bank in 1925 
for banking facilities, the defendant, 
as an equity, was entitled to relief to 
the extent which he had paid in res- 
pect of it. In ordinary circumstances, 
said Mr, Potter, defendant was per- 
fectly entitled to such relief, but his 
case was that the Overseas Bank mort- 
gage was also a forgery.

First plaintiff is held in high esteem 
by his village, and was entrusted 
with the ancestral funds from 1929. 
There was no reason for him to 
execute the mortgage with the Over- 
seas Banking Corporation. At the 
time of .the ‘alleged .mortgage, plain- 
tiff was not in the Colony.

There remains. to-day only one real’ 
question—-and that more a question of 
ethics than of international law. Is 
it, in fact, justifiable to include in lists 
of contraband goods all foodstuffs, 
even though much of this food will 


obviously go to the fighting forces? In © 


the last war we were forced to take 
this step by the ‘German decision to 
wage unrestricted submarine warfare. 
Germany tried to starve us out and 
failed; we tried to starve Germany out 
and, in,a sense,'succeeded. In. the 
present war both sides are following 
‘he same policy. There can be no 
question that the inclusion of food- 
stuffs in lists of contraband is justified 
by international law as well as by 
oractice. It is true that it is contrary 
to the Declaration of London, but the 
only State to ratify that treaty, the 
United States, abandoned it when she 
herself entered the last war. . The 
question is rathe? whether it is neces- 
sary, whether it is wise from a politi- 


cal point of view. This is not a sim- 


ple.matter. In a recent article in the 
“Times” Sir William Beveridge point- 
ed out that even if we wished to. do so 
we could not’reduce the German peo-' 
vle to starvation by our present block- 
ade. Fats are the only important food 
for which German is. dependent on 
imports from overseas, but fats are 
also an indispensable element in the 
making of propellants for guns. If 
we permitted the import of fats into 
Germany, would they go to feed the 
veople or the guns? General Goering 
has given his famous answer. We 
might possibly release meat and. cer- 
2als from the list, though alcohol and 
alycerine can ,be produced from wheat, 
but in any case the German. people 
need not starve for lack of these foods 
if Hitler wishes to prevent it. In 
maintaining “all foodstuffs on our list 
of contraband we are not making war 
on women and children but are giv- 
ing the German Government and peo-' 
ole a choice between peace with plenty 
and war without: it is a hard choice 
indeed, but it is not we who made it 
in the first place.—‘‘Manchester Guar-

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TO-DAY’S STRANGE STORY OF REAL PEOPLE 


THE THEFT

“Lady”  Hart’s ruby,” came 
the reply with the 
suddenness of a bullet from a rifle, 
“and I want it right away.” 


‘The unexpectedness of this took . 
the thief off ‘his guard, and before 
he realized what he was doing he 
had confessed the whole business. 
But even if he had, not: confessed, 
evidence against him was being 
piled up. Fingerprints on the - side 
of the cab were identical with those 
found on the ale glass and both of 
these corresponded with those of 
John Martin, , 

The ruby was returned to Sir Wil- 
liam Hart and John Martin was 
given a two-year sentence in an in- 
stitution where he would be free 
from temptation. a 

Even if the gem had not been re- 
covered so quickly, it is doubtful if 
the thief could have been able to 
dispose of such a conspicuous jewel. 
That was a detail which the thief 
had not taken into consideration.
